NEAR PANIC IN BROOKLYN. 

Brooklyn was shaken from one end 
to the other. Windows crashed in, and 
im many sections the excitement bor- 
dered on panic. Hundreds of police re- 
serves were sent to quiet the people, 
who came tumbling out of their homes 
in the belief that the end of the world 


was at hand, It was estimated that 
the damage to property there would,

Foundations and walls 
throughout the city were shaken as by 
am earthquake. Excitement prevailed in 
hospitals and prisons, and in the poorer 
heighborhoods thousands of men, women 
anda children rushed to the streets in 
terror. 

SPEND NIGHT IN PARES. 
Hundreds of them spent the rest of the 
might in the parks rather than to risk 
going back to their homes when it was 
not certain that other and worse shocks 
would not come. Police reserves were 
hurried out to quiet the tumult. In the 
financial dietrict 350 policemen. from the 
police training camp patrolled the streets 
in their khaki uniforms. | 

All day today thousands of sightseers 
came from neighboring cities and coun- 
try towns. Many of them sought boats 
going across the upper bay and had a 
good view of the smoldering ruins. The 
boats of the municipal ferry to Staten 
Island were crowded. 


INVESTIGATIONS ARE BEGUN. 

In Jersey City the police kept the curi- 
ous far back from the scene of the explo- 
Sion. Occasional reports from exploding 
shelis came from the smoking e 
Lehigh Valley yards. 

Frank Hague, ie of public 
Safety in Jersey City, began an investiga- 
tion immediately, and statements were 
made by railroad officials aaa 
garding the catastrophe. 


RAILROAD’S STATEMENT. 
Statement issued late today by the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad company, after 
@ conference between heads of all de- 
partments here, said: 

‘Thirteen brick storage warehouses 
out of the twenty-four owned and op- 
erated by the National Storage com- 
or and six pieced owned by the 
storage company and leased to the Le- 
high Valley road, were destroyed. Sev- 
eral others of the brick warehouses 
were badly damaged and some minor 
Gamage was done to the Lehigh Val- 
ley grain elevators. In addition, as far 
as-is known. eighty-five loaded ae. 
were destroyed. 

“According to the evidence obtained 
by officials of the railroad company, 
the @re started at 1:05 this morning in 
& barge belonging to an independent 
towing company, which had deen 
moored alongside the railroad com- 
pany’s dock expressly against orders. 


FIRST BLAST ON BARGE?P 
“Mi. T. Henley, night general yard- 
+ master for the New York division of the 
Lehigh Valicy railroad, was on the pier 
when the fire started. He-said the ex- 
Nose, which occurred at 208, was in 
the barge when the fire started. 

Mr. Henley’s first thought was to re- 
move the loaded cars on the pier from the 
Ganger zone. He said that when he 
reached the end of the pier the barge was 
burning fiercely all over and the fire was 
beginning to — MRE te Sonte 
of the cars nearest the barge.

All about them was the deafening crast 
of freight cars torn apart and falling. 
The long line of wooden sheds adjacent 
to the warehouses had crumpled under 
the blow.

THOUSANDS SEE SIGHT. 

There is a network of tracks on the low | 
flats between the harbor and the Bergen 
hills. With thesexception of the main 
line of the Central Railroad of New Jer- 
sey, these tracks were filled with thou- 
sands of freight cars belonging to the 
Lehigh Valley, the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, and the Baltimore and Ohio. 
As one approached the fire, hundreds of 
men and women who had climbed to the 
tops of these cars for a better view were 
silhouetted against the’ sky. 

The view from these cars, a mile from 
the Harbor Shore line, was startling in 
its grandeur. To the south flames could 
be seen rolling over the huge warehouses 
of the National Storage company. The 
one farthest to the east was already a 
glowing.mound. Flames were rising 200 
feet. high in a mass from the main build- 


ing. Now and then as a wall fell th and 


sent them higher, the outlines of of] tanks 
half a mile away from the warehouse 
could be distinguished. Toward the bay 
from the warehouses there were a half 
dozen fires. They looked like signal fires 
along the crest of a hill.

BURNING BARGE ADRIFT. 

At 3 o’clock in the morning, as rail 
gva.de with clubs and threats warned 
back adventurous persons eager to reach 
the front, one could see from the foot of 
Communipaw avenue the light of a burn- 
ing barge that had drifted up the bay 
from’ Black Tom. It seemed to be directly 
back of Ellis island. The fire burned 
about it with every now and then a tre- 
mendous burst upward. 

The crowds saw clouds of flame lift 
themselves out of the barge, illumine the 
whole sky for a second, and then disap- 

pear. As men and women pressed for- 
ward there came to their ears the wailing 
“eeveow of the flying shells. — 

For six hours the crowd watched the 
terrifying spectacle and the work of the 
men combating it before the flames were 
brought under control.

over with fine gray powder. 


From the Battery and the Whitehall 
building northward and eastward the 
force of the explosion traced its path 
by openings that held plate glass display 
windows and by the emptied frames of 
smaller office windows higher sometimes 
by thirty stories.

Ten Thousand Panes Shattered. 


In one precinct alone, that including 
Maiden lane, the subtreasury, and the 
stock exchange, the police estimated 
the number of windows broken as 300. 
Certainly, as observed by a reporter, in 
the entire financial district there were not 
many short of 1,500 broken panes: 

But west of Broadway from Battery 

place to Warren street, according to 
police reports, 8,000 windows were 
broken in 2,000 buildings. From Warren 
street to Canal street damage to 300 
buildings was reported. In thé,Tenth 
precinct, by police reckoning, there were 
275 broken windows. 
In these districts the buildings are 
smaller and less substantial than in the 
skyscraper streets, and the windows 
lighter and of inferior glass. 

One hundred and ten windows were 
blown out of the customs house. About 
forty windows of the Woolworth build- 
ing were shattered. At the tip’ of the 
island fifty-two skylight panes of the 
aquarium were eves almost into 
powder. : - 


Allied Consulates Suffer. | 


Down State street the buildings hous- 
ing most of the allied consulates and 
many of the largest shipping offices had 
suffered almost as badiy as the White- 
hall building. Up Broadway the Stand- 
ard Oil building showed two big vacant 
holes in its front, with the building just 
‘above it in an equal plight. 

The subtreasury escaped. Two of the 
largest windows, of very thick French 
plate glass, in the J. P. Morgan build- 
ing, the counting house of the allies’ 
financial representatives, at Wall and 
Broad streets, were broken into bits. The 
explosion blew in the door of Zimmer- 
man & Forshay, one of the British black- 
lst firma The Marconi building, the 
Equitable building, the postoffice build- 
ing, and the municipal building all suf- 
fered.

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| STATUE OF LIBERTY 
INJURED BY BLAST 


New York, July 30.—[Special.)—Bed- 
loe’s island, on which stanus the statue of 
Liberty, and the army post known as Fort 
Wood, was bombarded by shrapnel, bul- 
lets, and all manner of missiles from 2 
o’clock until near 9 o’clock this mérning 
during the great explosion on Black Tom 
island. Capt. A. T. Clifton, the command- 
ant, estimated the damage at more tha 
$100,000. 

The statue of Liberty was peapattered 
4 by shrapnel, its shell was slightly cracked, 


| every window was broken, and the top 
| was ‘torn from @ near by powder maga- 
zine, but the torch enlightening the world 
burned steadily throughout the hours of 


Every door of the statue was blown in 

save the one on the east side, which wag 
warped and twisted. A desen angle bars 
were cracked by the concussion and hun- 
dreds of bolt heads were broken. 
There are twenty-one buildings’ occu- 
pied. by the army post, and only one of 
these—the waiting room—escaped dam- 
age. The warehouse, on the western side 
of the island, which bore the brunt of the 
fusillade, practically was wrecked. It 
was a corrugated iron structure on a 
wooden frame. The six houses on officers’ 
row, all brick buildings, stood the shock 
on the exterior well, but inside much fur- 
niture was wrecked. The barracks of the 
noncommissioned officers and enlisted 
men looked as if a hurricane had swept 
through them. 

When Capt. Clifton heard the first ex- 


eral alarm and personally aroused many 
of those at the post.

Of this number * 
ty-five were under 1 year. 

The deaths are attributed to the hint. 
Intestinable trouble, brought on by im- 
proper nourishment during the hot 
weather, caused the deaths of thirty-five 
of the fifty. Proper care of most of these 
Cases, according to the health office, 
would have prevented 75 per cent of the 
deaths. 


Causes of the Deaths. 
Insanitary alleys, lack of proper screen-

Warm water or lemonade at frequent in- 
tervals during the day is the cause of 90 
per cent of the deaths, health officials 
assert.

LTHOUGH a popular writer ee 


_ six times as risky as beef, yet peo- 
ple are still consuming tons of ham, 


salt backs. * bellies, rene 


quantities served are small, as in the case 
of salt pork and bacon, It is the flavor of 
ham and bacon that seems to make them 


7 indispensable. It is the staple quality 


of salt pork that makes it indispensable 
to camper and country dweller. It has 
many possibilities in the hand of the ex- 
pert cook who lards his game, his tender- 
loin, small fowl, ete., and usis pork in 


cookery. 

It ts almost impossible to make a genu- 
ine fish chowder without a little salt pork 
fried out first and topped with layers 


the pieces of fish, the whole covered with 
cold water, cooked gently, finished with 
milk and some Boston crackers. Raw po- 
tatoes fried in pork fat in a covered pan 
are good out of door food, although not 
eminently digestible, especially if burned. 
The following old recipe has found abun- 
dant appreciation whenever I have 
printed it: 


Salt Pork in Cream Gravy. 
Cut pork into half inch slices, and then 
cut this into dice. Lightly. frizzle this 
in a frying pan, stirring it rather con- 
stantly and IMt:ng it from the fire the 
minute the fat smokes. Keep it just at 


the point where it will not do so if you 


can. The dice should be lightly browned 


‘on all sides, then drained of fat in e 


strainer or taken up with a colander 
spoon. Measure the fat in the pan, and 


to it a tablespoon of flour, perfectly 
blending the two, and cooking somewhat, 
then gradually add one cup of milk, stir- 
ring all the time, and cook about ten 
minutes. Put the pork dice back into 
this and stir for a minute or two and 
then serve with boiled potatoes or bread. 


it much pork is fried, more gravy should 


be made, but just enough to make two 
or three tablespoons of fat is a'good por- 


don if the dice are small, for the cup of 


milk.
